DETAILED ACTION 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

1 . The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which fonns the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

2. This application currently names joint inventors. In considering patentability of 
the claims under 35 U.S.C. 103(a), the examiner presumes that the subject matter of 
the various claims was commonly owned at the time any inventions covered therein 
were made absent any evidence to the contrary. Applicant is advised of the obligation 
under 37 CFR 1 .56 to point out the inventor and invention dates of each claim that was 
not commonly owned at the time a later invention was made in order for the examiner to 
consider the applicability of 35 U.S.C. 103(c) and potential 35 U.S.C. 102(e), (Oor(g) 
prior art under 35 U.S.C. 103(a). 

3. Claim 8-18 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over 
Kawasaki et al (US 2002/0142810 A1) in view of Kido (US 2002/01 7741 8A1). 

Regarding claims 8, 10, 13, 15. 17 and 18, Kawasaki teaches a portable temiinal 
having a first housing and a second housing, each of which has a front surface and a 
back surface which is disposed so as to be opposed to the front surface (see Abstract), 
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said first and second housings being joined so as to be closable in such a manner that 
the front surface of the first housing and the front surface of the second housing face 
each other (see Abstract and see figures 1A-1C), said portable terminal comprising: a 
first display which is located on the back surface of the first or the second housing 
(Abstract, see "on the back surface", figures 1A-1C, and figures 7 or 8, step ''display 
selection instruction T and see [0010], [0013] and [0015]), a second display which is 
located on the front surface of the first or the second housing (also see Abstract, see 
"on the back surface", figures 1A-1C, and figures 7 or 8, step "display selection 
instmction T and see [0010], [0013] and [0015]). 

Kawasaki does not specifically disclose a control part which effects control to 
output a screen for inquiring of a user whether the content of mail is to be displayed or 
not on the first display, when a signal regarding mail has been received and when the 
portable terminal is in a closed state, wherein the control part effects control to 
automatically display the content of mail on the second display when the portable 
terminal has been opened after the screen was displayed on the first display. 

Kido teaches a control part which effects control to output a screen for inquiring 
of a user whether the content of mail is to be displayed or not on the first display (see 
Abstract, fig.2 items 105 and 107, and see [0081]. In addition, see [0017] to [0021] and 
see [0012], [0015] and [0017]), when a signal regarding mail has been received and 
when the portable terminal is in a closed state (see Abstract, fig.2 items 105 and 107, 
and see [0081]. In addition, see [0017] to [0021]), wherein the control part effects 
control to automatically display the content of mail on the second display when the 
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portable terminal has been opened after the screen was displayed on the first display 
(see Abstract, fig.2 items 105 and 107, and see [0081]. In addition, see [0017] to 
[0021]). 

Therefore, it would have been obvious to one ordinary skill in the art at the time 
the invention was made to provide the teaching of Kido into the system of Kawasaki in 
order to provide a terminal device which enables the user to check the contents of 
received data (see Kido, [0010]). 

Regarding claims 9, 12, 14, Kawasaki teaches a portable terminal having a first 
housing and a second housing, each of which has a front surface and a back surface 
which is disposed so as to be opposed to the front surface (see Abstract). Kawasaki 
does not specifically disclose the screen includes a name of a sender of the mail. 

Kido teaches the screen includes a name of a sender of the mail (see [0012], 
[0015] and [0017]). 

Therefore, it would have been obvious to one ordinary skill in the art at the time 
the invention was made to provide the teaching of Kido into the system of Kawasaki in 
order to provide a terminal device which enables the user to check the contents of 
received data (see Kido, [0010]). 

Regarding claim 1 1 , Kawasaki further teaches the controller effects control to 
display the content of mail on the first display (see figures 7 or 8, step "display selection 
Instruction T and see [0010], [0013] and [0015], also see [0017], [0018] and [0092]), 
when the operation key is operated in the closed state after the screen was displayed 
on the first display (see [0017], [0018] and [0092]). 
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Regarding claim 16, Kawasal^l further teaches the first information is information 
indicating reception of a mail and the second information is content of the mall (see 
[0017], [0018] and [0092]). 

Response to Arguments 

4. Applicant's arguments with respect to claims 8-18 have been considered but are 
moot in view of the new ground(s) of rejection.
